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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed December 7, 2007. 
Claims 1 and 13 have been amended. Claim 16 was previously cancelled. Claims 1-15 
are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach the instantly claimed invention. 

The invention is drawn to a metal battery case having projecting ridges on the 
sides of the case, and a sealing plate that has corresponding projecting ridges (see, for 
example, instant Figures 8A and 8B). The sealing plate is also welded to one of the 
electrode plates (the other is welded to the bottom of the case), with the weld lines 
corresponding to the ridges (see Figure 2). 

The closest prior art, cited in previous actions, is Ikoma et al. (US 5,663,007). 
Ikoma et al. fail to teach the sealing plate with corresponding ridges as well as weld 
lines corresponding to the ridges on the sealing plate. 

While it is within the ordinary level of skill in the art to use welding to attach, for 
example, an electrode plate to a connection, it is not taught to weld the electrode to the 
sealing plate as is claimed instantly.
